The plan was worlced out 
during a year of negotiations 
starting in fall 1967. 

Announced early bst Novem- 
ber, the plan would sec McGill 
accept "one-generation" of CE- 
.GEP-level students on its cam- 
pus. These studoits would be the 
ones graduating from high school 
this spring.

ASUS will elect their dean

An unofficial Open Meeting of the Arts and Sci- 
ence Undeigraduate Society voted -yesterday to hold 
a poll on February 18th and 19th to determine whom 
students prefer as next Dean of Arts and Science. 

•The meeting also voted to hold a refefendum 
on amendments to the ASUS Constitution that would 
raise ASUS fees from two to four dollars per student' 
and would separate the positions of Fourth Year 
Class Representative and I>resldent of the Graduating 
Class. 

ASUS student fees are now the lowest on campus; 
Commerce students pay four dollars, and under- 
graduate Engineers pay six. 

Although negotiations have l)een carried on for 
months over student representation in the selection 
of Deans and Vice-Deans, nothing has come of them 
and the motion askbig for the poll gave reasons for it. 

The motion was preceded by a rationale for the 
poll: "It is a fundcmcntal belief of the Arts and Sci- 
ence Undergraduate Society tliat directfpvUcipation 
by all sectors of the Arts and Science 'cominunity 
in the selection of major ad'miiilstratiVe 'officers is 
a basic right." 

"It is imperative that the position of the students 
of Arts and Science be effectively madé known in the 



selection of the next Dean of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science," it added. 

David Blitz, BA3. a speaker hi favor of the motion 
said "The Dean is not staiply an administrator; 
the Deanship is a (Mlitical posiUon." 

Paul Wong, Pressent of the ASUS, said that the 
poll was the "only alternative available" to the stu- 
dents. • - 

"I don't see how even the most conservative mem- 
ber of the Selection Cbmmittee can elect someone 
who has no support among the students," he said. 

An amendment givbig specific methods of nomi- 
nathig candidates to the poll vras incorporated hitd the 
motion. 

"Any member of the McGill University com- 
munity" may be nominated either by the signatures 
of 100 Arts and Science students or by a vote of the 
ASUS Executive. Nombiations close Wednesday, 
February 12th. , , .v. 

. " The open meetfaig passed the motion with little 
discussion and only six dissenting votes. 

The motion to hold a referendum on constitutional 
changes was passed ahnost unanimously. 

The reason for the hicrease in ASUS fees to four 
dollars is. given as. the extra costs incurred by new 
acthrities and the declhi'e in students and revenue that 
will be caused by the openhig of English CEGEPs.

SELECTION OF DEAN S INVOLVED 

Original decision to open was made 
during a 'walk-in'; members 
deny they were coerced

Senate yesterday decided by a 
vôte of 20 to 9 not to allow its 
Nomhiathig Conunittee to hold 
open meetings. 

The Nommathig Committee, 
which will play^a key^role in se- 
lecting replacenierits for she deans 
whose terms end this year and a 
vice-principal who has resigned, 
had voted sbc to four in favour of 
openness at a "disrupted" meet- 
ing January 24. Because of exist- 
ing Senate legislation on. tlie sub- 
ject, the committee's decision 
had to be ratified by its parent 
body. That ratification was refus- 
ed yesterday. 

Among the deans whose num- 
bers come up this year arc Max- 
well Cohen (Law), H. D. Woods 
(Arts and Science), and Stanley 
B. Frost (Graduate Studies and 
Research). The resignuig vice- 
principal is Carl Wuikler (Plan- 
ning and Development). 

Deans are appointed by the 
Board of Governors on Uie ad- 
vice of the Principal: Over the 
last few years, a semi-elective 
or consultative procedure has 
evolved in which de facto selec- 
tion power rests vrith selection 
committees. 

Each committee is composed 
of four representatWes dected 
by members of the Faculty ui 
question, and four Senate repres- 
entatives chosen by the Nomhiat- 
mg (Committee. 

The selection of these Senate 
representatives was on the No- 
minating Committee's . agenda 
January. 24 ydien 3S students w^- 
ed bi oii thé meeting and demand- 
ed that it be opened. They wait- 
ed in the. I^incipal's office while 
the committee held lengthy delib- 
erations resulting in the 6-4 de- 
cisk>n to request open meethigs. 

At yesterday's meeting. Prof- 
essors Maître and Yaffe, neither 
of whom is usually sympathetic 
to student uiitiatives, both sug- 



gested that committee members 
had made their decision favour- 
ing openness "under duress" ow- 
ing to the student disruption.

Brunswickan 
editor gets 
remand 

FREDERICTON (CUP) - 
The contempt case of Tom 
Murphy, associate editor of 
The Brunswickan at the Uni- 
versity of New Brunswick, 
was adjourned Wednesday to 
Feb. 25. 

The adjournment, granted by 
Mr. Justice G. F. G. Bridges, 
came after a hearing in which 
the prosecution Ihnited itself 
to rebutting procedural points 
made by Murphy's counsel the 
day before. 

Murphy, defended by Aian 
Borovoy, Director of the Ca- 
nadian Civil Liberties Asso- 
ciation, got hb remand after 
Bridges told the court that 
there was sufficient evidence 
"if not met" to convict the 
columnist on contempt of court 
charges. 

Borovoh asked for and re- 
ceived the three-week adjourn^ 
ment after conferring with 
Murphy, prosecuting attorney 
J. F. Teed and the Supreme 
Court Tribunal. 

Murphy and Brunswickan 
editor John Oliver were charg- 
ed with contempt of court in 
December after a column by 
Murphy concerning courtrobm 
procedure in the Strax Case 
at UNB. Oliver pleaded guilty 
and was fined $50. 



Commerc^stutien ts 
to hold referendum

Commerce students voted 
yesterday afternoon to hold a 
referendum to determine their 
status in the Students' Society. 

Commerce Undergraduate Soci- 
ety president AI Bates present- 
ed the motion for the referendum 
early in the meeting: an amend- 
ment set the dale for March 12 
and 13, shortly' after the election 
for Students' Society executives 
posts. 

Bates, and others opposed to 
the amendment, saw no reason to 
delay the matter and wanted the 
referendum held in the middle of 
this month. 

One student, however, said the, 
delay was necessary becaase "we 
need to know what we are going 
to as well as what we are leav-

The amended motion was then 
considered. Joel Itaby. one of the 
students' leaders, warned against 
allowine the enthusiasm of the 
students to dwindle and put the 
motion: it carried by a large 
majority. 

Two attitudes towards secession 
from Students' Society characte- 
rized the debate. 



Bates seemed to take a strong 
stand against Students' Council, 
which, he felt, is not representa- 
- live of Commerce students. 

Seymour Kaufman. Commerce 
representative on Students' Coun- 
cil, argued in favor of working 
within Students' Society for â 
change. 

Both sides of the issue were 
applauded by almost everyone in 
the meeting. 

At last week's Student Council 
meeting. 250 of the Commerce 
students showed up to voice their 
support of the proposed new 
Faculty of Mahagement building. .

Hearing re-opens 

MONTREAL (CUP) - Occupation centres 1 and 2 at Sir (Seorge 
Williams University - ninth-floor Computer Centre and seventh-floor 
Faculty Club - remabicd in student hands yesterday as another day 
dragged on without any end in sight to the crisis. 

Eights days after the computer area was seized and a day after stu- 
dents took over the Faculty (Hub, the two occupations were being central- 
ly controlled by a Joint executive comndttee of eight members drawn 
from the two sites to coH>rdinate all action and policy. 

House-keeping chores were evenly divided. The seventh-floor area 
served as a dtaing room for both areas - more than 300 helpings of 
rice and meat sauce were served there last night. 

Meanwhile the Anderson hearing committee, central body in the 
dispute, met again yesterday but only succeeded in further confusing an 
abeady'troubled campus. 

, The committee, normally scrutbiized by students and faculty over 
closed-circuit television, met in camera for two hours listening to 
testimony from a senior lab demonstrator who first informed Biology 
Professor Perry Anderson of the black discontent with him last February. 

The demonstrator hisisted on testifymg in a closed session - a 
decision that puzzled many observers. Anderson had testified a day 
earlier that he dismissed the demonstrator during the summer because 
he was dissatisfied with his work. ^ ^ J.;v, ,•.v,^^^■ v -v, 

The hearings were delayed for more than an hour while adminis- 
trators tried to round up cameramen willing to work. Normally graduate 
students in communication do the camera work, but they refused on 
grounds that they'd had enough of the whole business and were unhappy 
with the hearing committee. 

Organizers of the dual occupation set about bringing their case to 
the 5,00O^tudcnt .campus in the meantime. They sent political, action 
teams to explain the issues to classes and set up tables and a general 
discussion. "The discussions all took place outside the occupation centres 
- the students will not have their rigid security arrangements breached. 

The 40(kxid occupiers still sign in and out, leaving their destinations 
in case they're needed quickly. Faculty is barred from the Qub and stu- 
dents are asked to pledge support for the five occupation demands be- 
fore they are allowed entry. . : ' - ^ 

Students are demanding that the hearing conunittee be reconstituted 
•on a basis acceptable to both the professor and the black students, no 
punitive action be taken agahist those involved in the occupations, and 
criminal charges laid agafatst three blacks in a dispute over a misplaced 
letter be dropped. 

Now that the white students have taken supporting action, the blacks 
haveopenedup. . 

. Decisions are made hi plenary session, self-determination is more 
apparent, and for the fh^t time political seminars and discussions' have 
t)eeri sufficiently expanded so that everyone involved can develop and 
express a point of view. 

, The stalemate with the administration over the five demands stum- 
bled yesterday. It still appeared that the administration would take no 
actk)n until the hearing conunittee reported, a stage still days away. 

The. Student Council, which has ah%ady adopted a neutral stand on 
the Anderson Affair hi general and the Computer Centre occupation hi 
particular, formally condemned the faculty lounge takeover.

"I agree the French Canadians 
hâve been kept down.

We have all heard that many 
times; it is the standard liberal 
English self-justification. But his- 
tory does not support , it The 
Duples9b era .w«i ;-9odiee>.

It was reflected hi the 
long silence of the Eïiglish^an- 
guage press, whidi scrupulously 
refrained bom critidiing the 
Duplessis government. 

One of the very, voy few 
breaks in that silence was a 
remarkable editorial in the Mc- 
GUl DaUy of Febniary 28. 1958. 
Ihis editorial was not part of a 
consistent Daily policy; the paper 
spent most of its time in that era 
talking about football gama and 
winter carnival. But the import- 
ant thing is that it did appear; it 
was entitled: 

The shame of 
English Canada 



■ Jean DrapeMj tiw former Rday- 
or qfiMratfolt^raEcntiy made 



a speech in which he accused En- 
glish-Canadians of the Province 
of Quebec, especially wealthy! 
and powerful ones, of pandering 
to the rather dictatorial Premier 
of tUs Provhice. He alleged that 
large capital interests in the 
Province, largely controlled by 
English Canadians, tend consis- 
tently to align themselves with 
the Duplessis admhiistiation. He 
made the charge alsoXthat* the 
En^ish-Ganadian press ' Showed 
a definite pro-Dnplessis bias in 
the last municipal election by ' 
snpportiDg Senator Foumier, 
who appears, to be Duplessis' re- 
presentative in Montreal. This is 
not new; in an editorial written 
prior to the dection, the Daily 
'commented editorially on the 
"blind spot in the critical edito- 
rial eya (of the English papers) 
for the policies of the Premier." 

' We agree heartily with Mr. 
Drapean's accusations. The tacts 
seen dear enough. There does 
appear to be a conspiracy of the 
vested interests hi this province, 
to prolong the tenure of what may 
be the least fair and démocratie, 
government on the continent, and! 
these vested interests are slgnl- 
Ocantly En^h-Canadians. It is 
ironic and bitter that the Quebec 
representatives of a political 
tradition whidi has made much of 
the worid a better place In which " 



to live should so callously pros- 
titute their heritage of democracy 
and honesty.' It is no credit to 
English-Canadians hi this Prov- 
hice that many of thdr leadhig 
bnshiessmen and professionals . 
though financially successful are ' 
politically spineless. The English 
press appears to be editorially 
untrustworthy hi Provindal 
matters. The publishers of these 
papers, whose newsprint supplies 
are dependent on Mr. Dnplessis' 
whims, are to be sharply criticiz- 
ed; though we realize very well 
. their difficult position, there is 
no compromising with a news- 
paper's btegrity. Either it is 
thoroughly honest, or it is dis- 
honest. . 

And let us not thii:k that this 
does not concern us as students 
of McGUI. WhUe facts may yidd 
only drenmstantial evidence, 
stUI these facts must : be known. 
It is a fact that the Publisher of 
the Star is alsd Senior Govieraor 
of this University, and that it is 
very Ukdy political pressure 
from Quebec Gty on McGUl that 
^^^Jceephig those desperatdy- 
fSeeded Federal giiùts from Mc- 
GUI. It b no seoeyhaiiome of ^ 
the wedthiest 'membén of the 
English-Canadian population of 
Quebec are the men who dedde 
what McGill will do and not do, 
and now It is alleged that the En- 



glish bushiess community sup- 
ports unethical government. 

There is a complex web of 
tremendous wealth and power 
than runs this ProWnce, and few 
of the men hi the web are to be 
congratulated for their political 
wisdom and integrity. 

If fifty key indMduab in^ 
Rotthig ProvLice""%ere^reinov- 
ed, there might then be more po- 
Uticd and economic honesty 
here; It could not be much worse 
than it b now, and the greatest 
shame, is EngUsh-Çanada's. The 
Captains of biidustry and Finance 
and Law have nude vulgar thdr 
honorable heritage, and many 
inen suffer for the sordid gain of 
a few.

Tomorrow afternoon the Board of 
Studies. Uie standing committee of Uie Fac- 
ulty of Arts and Sdence Uiat deals with 
experimental counes. will consider a 
course proposal put forward by Uie psy- 
chology department and the Association of 
'Psychology Students. -The course, whidi 
lias Uie full support of the department, wiU 
be completely student-directed. The stu- 
dents, working in smaU groups, wiU deter- 
mine the content and stnicture.of Uidr 
learning.. The course wiU be credited and 
evaluation wiU be on the basis of complde- 
incomplete. 

Fear has been expressed that Uie un- 
graded nature of Uie coune may prove 
to be an obstacle to its acceptance.

course. Hie quesUon before the Board of 
Studies is whether or not it wUl give of fidal 
support to Uidr kind of acUvity. 

The outcome of the meeUng tomorrow ' 
wiU have great significance for the v^ole 
university community.

The student movement at: McGUl as elsewhere has 
'undergone a profound and remarkable transformation in 
the past few years. If the focus of interest was once centred 
on winter carnivals, it is now irrevocably fixed on the prob- 
lems of society. The social consciousness of a whole gen- 
eration has been awâlcened; Ute "Silent Generation" of the 
. 'fifties can be relegated to the scrapheap of history. . 

But the new student movement is not moving as smooth- 
JyjDr as surely as it should. It should be a vehicle for social 
||»nqgress. and should propagate the true ideals of democ- 
-racy and, progress. Instead it seems to have taken a wrong 
tiim and is' in grave danger of losing sight uf its original 
goak. We arc writing this articlë because we arc concerned 
about the loss of direction of the student movement, and we 
feci that it is high time that serious debate takes place on 
some of the main principles involved. ' 

We fear tliat the revolution talked about by our leaders 
is nothing more than a bourgeois coup d'état. Power would 
shift from one elite to another, and it would be plain for 
everyone to see that "plus ça change, plus c'est la mêihe 
chose."^Students do not need'a new class of professional 
politiciams to take care of their affairs. 

We do not like the intolerance that is shown towards 
opinions that are different from those of the power elite 
(witness the McGill Daily). A rigid dogmatism is no more 
welcome in student political thought than in any other 
political thought. To us part of the meaning of freedom 
and democracy is the right to express and have heard any 
- not just one — opinion no matter how outrageous it may 
be to some. Rational solutions to problems come from the 
expression of all ideas on the subject and not from the 
forced imposition of one idea. The suppression of ideas 
is tyrannical even when it comes from the "Left** ^^^^j; 

We believe that the university should be the'vangiiard 
of society; it is. not a microcosm of society. The tearing 
down of the univenilyrC^^ to the tearing 

down of the whole SMial^ér arid wouU be no more than 
an isolated act. To think differently is to be the victim 
of illusions and self deceptions. 

We ^|erapis sbnngly as anyone else that the uni- 
versity is'in great need of reform to make it more relevant 
to the problems of society; we do not believe that the uni- 
versity is run by evil men intent on imposing the evils of 



the military-mdustrial complex upon us. Some of those in 
positions of authority are undoubtedly very reactionary, 
others are plainly and simply incompetent, othels may even 
be progressive. It is evident that a good many should be 
replaced by men who are in tune with the times.' But we 
reject the blind accusations of evihiess; we would prefer 
to see the use of logipl and rational arguments. We would • 
also like to remhid our leaders that it has been said 
mth justification that "after Oàrk Kerr comes not the 
millennium; but Ronald Regan." 

We are worried that the student movement is bccom- 
hig more and more bourgeois and is concerning itself 
almost exclusively with its own small problems to the 
.detriment of the greater and more important problems 
ofsodetyasawfaole. '

enemies are created in order to bring about false con- 
frontation situations. To construct barriers (of paper) 
in order to smash through them and cry victory for the, 
forces of progress is chiklish and 'immature. And it is' 
a waste of time when there are much more hnportant . 
things to accomplish. 

For McGill's student leaders to take stands in favour ■ 
of unlingualism and independence for Quebec is not being 
progress We. Nationalism is essentially retrograde espe- 
cially- hi. a society whose basic historical conditions are 
objectivdy. right-wing. An hidependent Quebec^vi^l^ be 
a socialist paradise. Hie solutionTfOT'the^probiei^^ a 
society that is almost in the post-mdustrial stage are not 
to be found in the nationalist slc^ans of the nineteenth 
century. It is only the bourgeoisie that has time to debate 
the merits and demerits of a retrograde solution for the 
problems of the Quebec of 1969. There is too much to be 
done to meet tbe:red.!jnt»eirtsjmd 
of Quebec for our IcadiuTtawirai'our tbiie talking about 
"bidependencc" hi a world of hiterdependence. 

We believe that the student movement must regain 
its ' momentum as'- a force for social change. Fhst, an 
atmosphere of freedom of thought must be recreated ui 
the univeraity. I/^icai and rational discussion should 
replace the intolerance that has been created by excessive 
emotionalism. Hie real problems of society, must be 
debated and exposed and dramatized. 



Students should concern themselves with the intolerable 
slum conditions m which people are forced to Uve. Student 
activism, shoiddv^vencourage;^ organization to 

fight fbif décent°aiid'sufncièht urban renewal programmes 
as a tpp priority of GovemmenL - \ 

Rather than demonstrate in favor of free education at 
the university level as the first priority for government, 
it might be more just to demonstrate for greater education- 
al opportunity to be afforded now to the under-privileged 
sectors of society. Univeisal accessibility begins at the 
primary level. aiKl unless there can be equality of oppor- 
tunity at the whole pre-unwersity level, there can never 
be true universal accessibility to the university. 

The war in Viet Nam has brought out the fact that 
secret war research is being carried out for the Pentagon 
in our universities. We beUeve that it is veiy important 
that all research projects be made public so that it will 
be passible to gather public opinion to protest the cany- 
big out of projects that aU causés that are repulsive to 
humanity. 

The student movement should expose and demonstrate 
against the intolerable conditions in which Canadian 
Indians and Eskimos live. The Government must be forced 
to correct these injustices, and the student movement has 
à constructive role to play in this area. 

There is far too much poverty in a country that con- 
siders itself to be affluent Students have a duty to expose 
the shamefulness of the situation in a clear enough way 
that governments will be forced to rcaiiange their prior- 
ities to put the elimination of poverty at the top of the list 

- We believe that the student movement has a vital role, 
to play hi creating a climate of ophiion hi Canada that 
will demand a reform and revamping of a woefully in-., 
adequate external aid program. Egalitarianism must be ' 
practised abroad as well as at home. 

These arc but a few of the areas in which the student 
movement has a constructive role to play. The student 
movement must become the conscience of our society, . 
and must speiid its time and energy in attempting to create 
the condittonsineKSsaiy fpr the eUminatlon of injustices 
and miseiyT'ThSicfore, the reforms that we seek within 
the university must be those that will facilitate the role 
of the student movement In other words, our courses' 
should, m as much as possible, be given hi such a maimer 
thatjffey will aid in the development of a social ^con-.: 
sdoomss'that will hdp us by to fhid rational'sblùtioià ' 
to tlteproblems of society: 

We believe that a student movement with the goals 
that we have outlined wouU be more progressive, more 
democrats, and definitely more constructive than one 
that spends its thnè engaged ui the sterile theoretical 
discussions of what can only be called bourgeois leftism. 

The studen^ movement cannot remabi the prisoner of 
a small clique phytng insignificant and irrelevant games 
of power politics. There is too much to accomplish!

Re your series feature on the products 
of major corporations: I would like to take 
this opportunity to point out one aspect of 
hair-spray use that your . commentator 
appears to have overlooked, namely, the 
deleterious effects of the hair-spray prod- 
uct on the health of the user; All hair- 
sprays are essentially a liquid plastic dis- 
solved in an alcoholsacetone inixture, so 
that a fine^ mist will permit the rapid 
evaporation of the acetone and the subse- 
quent depdsitiiig of the plastic upon the 
hair, thus "holding " it in place. While I am 
unaware of any damage that this does to 
the hair, the édstence of this liquid mist 
makes its inhalation almost unavoidable. 
. with the result that a coating of plastic is 
formed- on the inner liiiings . of .the lung 
cavity. Over a long period of repeated 
exposure, .such a coating does irreparable 
damage to the lung tissue; 1 have further 
been given to understand that, in the case 
of beauty-salon attendants, a 15-20 year 
exposure : period results in irreversible 
lung cancor and other tissue deterioration. 
While this could be avoided by wearing a 
surgicar mask or other barrier over the 
mouth, and avoiding deep inhalation, such a 



simple preventative measure is not men- 
tioned on the label of the product - presum- 
ably because it might tend to decrease 
consumer acceptance of the product. I find 
it'quite appalling that sudi blatant disregard 
of the public health can be permitted to 
exist hi our sodety.

Then, in the 1970-71 academic 
year, no CEGEP students would 
be taken in at the McGill campus,

This nyyfe<ro^^ 
completiônifSfla^tSâcack-sfaEèd 
Education Building, to be erected 
on upper McTavish. 



Once the Ediicatim^faculty 
moved downtown, this would leave 
space at Macdonald - and Mc- 
Gill said it would rent this space 
on a short term basis for a West 
Island CEGEP. 

This "one-generation" pbn 
has run into difficulty since, over 
such matters as delays in the 
construction of the Education 
Building and who will control the 
CEGEP-level curriculum given at 
McGill, 



Exactly how much tuition CE^^ 
GEP level students would pay is 
also under dispute. The govern- 
ment offers to subsidize McGill 
to the extent that McGill will 
charge about $420 for CEXiEP- 
level instruction. 

In a statement to Senate yes- 
terday. Academic Vice-Principal 
Michael Oliver, one of McGill's 



negotiators with the government, 
said "we regard this as much 
too high. If students cannot be 
exempted , tro m ^fees, we believe 
they should pgtyWmore than 50% 
of the praent first year fee." 

So far. McGill has received 
from the government assurances 
that Dawson College, the first 
English-language CEGEP, will 
open this fall. The matters of 
fee levd.'w^çuîriadum;uçàntrol. 
and the constnîcttoh'^ of the' Edu- 
cation Building / are still very 
much up hi the air. 

Oliver's statement to Senate 
says the government may also 
be enteitahiing thoughts of 
maUng McGill accept two levels 
of CEGEPjigra diiates|"dttito g an 
extended trawiÛmfpSîSa?unUl 
the English CEGEP network is 
fully operational. 

Oliver concludes "Because of 
these ambiguities, it is impos- 
sible for Senate to approve a 
five^ear programme at' this 
Umc".

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Loyola dumps Hoopmen 93-82

Despite a record breaking 54 
point scoring effort by. Nasko 
Golomeev^e^Redmen basketball 
teani went down to an' Ignominious 
93-82 defeat at tlie hands of the 
Loyal Warriors. 

The game, which was pbycd 
last night at the Loyola gym. 
was never in doubt after the first 
Hve minutes. Loyola jumped out 
to a quick 4-0 lead, before Goto* 
meev put McGill ort the score- 
board with a three point play. In 
the ensuing minutes, the War- 
riors, aided and abetted by the 
Redmen, oulscored the Mooney- 
men 12-4. The Redmen guards 
continually played catch with' the 
Loyola team, who came out in a 
ful coiirt press. This tactic was 
especially effective because the 
Redmen refused to call a time- 
out to break the Warriors' mo- 
mentum. • 

Things got progressively worse, 
as the red-hot Loyobns piled 
up the score. ITie Warriors shot 
a blazing 70% in the opening half, 
and . they led by as many as 28 
'points. The host club, spurred on 
by its rabid fans, also controlled 
both backboards. 

The hottest Warrior «ras John 
McAullife, the center.' In the last 
mie^g'1>etween the teams. Mc- 
Aullife was intimidated by Golo- 
meev. and he could manage' only 
16 points. Last night, he was 
deadly from the corners, and he 
had 17 points in , the first half, 
alon&l^ • 
:^fif^[nBÙIt;of their own inep- 
' Utûâe and the fine play of Loyola, 
the Redmen found thenisclves on 
the short end of a 54-33 halftimc 
score. Golomcev. who was the 
only player that looked like he 
belonged on the court, had 27 of 
these. 

At the start of the second half, 
the Hcdmen began to show signs 
of life. With Golomcev. Pierre 
Brodeur and Steve Fraid doing 
the scoring, the team clawed its 
way back to a 68-54 deOdt After 
this, they proceeded to throw away 
pass after pass, until the War- 
riors held a 79-57 advantage. 

Trailing by 22 points, the Red-, 
men be^ an hispired last, ditch 
rally, with five minutes left hi 
the game. Golomeev began to hit 
hi spite of being double and 
triple teamed. He received most 
of his help from Andy Orris and' 
Brodeur. Orris replaced Fraid. 
friio^|MaS'bi foul trouble, and he 
relâlundëd well, played fine' 
defense, and scored all of his 
five points in the closing min- 
utes of the game. 

Bro'Jeur. who had. an off night 
fron' the floor, also hdped out 
on the boards, and he brought 
the ball up agamst the press.' 
With these three players lead- 



ing the way. the Redmen closed 
the gap to 8(^65^ 

Loyola was plainly rattled, and 
it seemed that the Redmen inight 
pull off a miracle^ Golomeev 
continued to scores and the mar- 
gin was 84-77 with three minutes 
to go. -Unfortunately^ with 2:51 
left in the game. Golomeev fouled 
out. Before doing so. the giant 
center had dazzled the crowd to 
the tune of 54 points and 27 
rebounds. The 54 points broke 
the McGill record of 52. former- 
ly held by Bob Berkman. 

The Redmen did not quit, even 
at this point. They managed to 
keep within seven points until 
the very end. In the closing min- 
ute, however, the Redmen were 
forced to foul, in order to get 
possession. And, even when they 
did get the ball, thcy^, threw , it 
away. This was unfortunate be- 
cause it gave the Warriors an 11 
point margin of victory, and with 
it, the Coupe de Quebec champion- ' 
ship. 

Loyola became the champions 
by virtue of the fact that defeat- 
ed the Redmen by more than 



eight points. The Ited and White 
had previously upended the War- 
riors 102-94. 

The only encouraging features 
of the game, were the spirited, 
but belated, rally, and the fine 
play of Golomeev and Orris. For 
the first time since their loss to 
Carlelon. the Redmen began to 
.play basketball. Hopefully, this 
. will cany over to their game 
against Queen's this Friday. 

Golomeev once again showed 
that he can score against any 
kind of defense. Unfortunately, 
he ran into an extremely , hot 
Loyola ballclub. and his efforts 
. went down the drain. Golomeev's 
own man, McAullife. was partic- 
ubrly torrid, and there was 
nothing that the. big Bulgarian 
could do about it. 

Orris also nnade a large con- 
tribution to' the comeback. He 
stole the ball^aevgid; times, 
and he gave th^Siii^a badly 
- needed lift under the boards. 

Obviously the team lost, and 
somtene played poorly. Fraid 
had an off night, but he was not ' 
particularly responsible. After a 



shaky beginning. Brodeur settled 
down. He had a poor shooting 
night, coming up with a career 
low of 12. points, but he helped 
out -. on <.thie>boards and ' bringine 
the ball iip the court. . 

The real atrocities were com- 
mitted by the guards.,.Satn^Wim- 
isner and Mikeli|Ilfii(l|«ime up 
with a combined effortVof ? two 
points and about 25 ' turnovers. 
Their inability to cope with the 
press forced Golomeev and Bro- 
deur to brine up the ball. If the 
team is to regain its winning 
ways, the guards, must begin to 
score hi : . order . . to relieve the 
pressure on the tneh up front. 

The Redmen are now 16-4. 
and they must make a concerted 
effort to finish second in the 
OQAA, and make the . play-offs. 
The main obstacle in their path, 
is Queen's. The gaels are now in 
second place, but they have play- 
ed Carleton only once, bowing 
59^7. 

If the Redmen play the kind 
of ball they played in the last 
Tive minutes last night, they 
should have little trouble. The 
feeling here is that Ihey will.
